This history begins where siav- 
ery ended. The Civil War was fol- 
lowed by a brief period of about 10 
years (1867-1877) called Black 
Reconstruction when, although it 
never approached utopia, the 
racial camaraderie between 
Blacks and Whites in some iso- 
lated parts of the South was so 
intimate that Northern carpet- 
baggers and abolitionists -- both 
of whom had their share of false 
friends — found it distasteful. 

A Black, Blanche K. Bruce, 
became U.S. Senator from Missis- 
sippi; P.B.S. Pinchback, also 
Black, served briefly a8 governor 
of Louisiana. Between 1869 and 
1901, there were 120 Black state 
' and 22 served in the 


. ress. 

Blacks held a majority of regie- 
tered voters In five states: Louisi- 
ana, Alabama, Mississippi, Florida 
and South Carolina, where the 
1860 population was 412,000 
Blacks and 291,000 Whites. In 
1868, the House. of Representa- 
tives In South Carolina became the 
first official body in the Western 
world with a Black majority. 

But that brief experiment with 
democracy was soon ended when 
Reconstruction wes overthrown. 
Demoorats who espoused White 
supremacy utilized expolitation, 
violenée and brutality to achieve It. 
They also practiced sedition end 
subversion against their own 
governments to ish \ 
ends. The Ku Kiux Kian and other 
secrat hat@ groups were born. 
Their toots: terror, murder and 


intimidation. 

The White supremacy plan of 
the White Democrats was to 
“redeem” the South. (I now know 
why my grandfather went to his 
grave hating the Democratic 
Party.) The "White Redeemers” 
conducted campaigns throughout 


the South by assassinating Black 
Republican officials and lynching 
Black voters. 

This insurrection against demo- 
cracy was made complete in the 

of 1877 when Presi- 

dent Rutherford B. Hayes restored 
“home rule" to the South, literally 
suspending the U.S. Constitution 
and Black freedom. Public opinion 
in the North now saw White Sou- 
therners as victims of a “Black sea 
of Negroism.” For Blacks, the 
entire country had become an 
American prison. 

The stage was now set for The 
American Holocsust. 

Birmingham, Alabama did not 
allow "Blacks and Whites to play 
checkers together"; in Atlanta, 
courts, Diack and White witnesses 
were sworn in with separate “Jim 
Crow Bibles”; it wes a crime in 
South Carolina for. Black workers 
to look out the same windows as 
Whites; separate telephone 


booths were used in Oklahoma; * 


and in Mobile, public tacilities 
were segregated -- including 
cemeteries. .

Typically, they came from 
all over to Newnan, Georgia on 
Apri 28, 1899 -- including the mob 
leader who traveled from Pennsy!- 
vania -- to plunge angry knives 
into Sam Holt, carving from the 
body it ears, fingers and genital 
parts for “souvenirs”, as he burned 
at the stake. At the end, he cried: 
"Oh, my God! Qh, Jesus.”

Discipline/violence problems 
decreasing in-nation’s schools 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Ameri- 
ca's public schools aren't a 
“blackboard jungle,” and the Rea- 
gan Administration's proposed 
campaign on discipline/violence 
is based upon research some nine 
years old, Mary Hatwood Futrell, 
president of the National Educa- 
tion Association, told members of 
the Capitol Préss Club meeting 
here on January 11. 


“Trying to paint.a-picture that 


most schools have severe disci- 
pline or violence problems is a 
gross exaggeration,” said Futrell. 
“The research the Regan Adminis- 
tration is using was done in 1975. 
Our research shows that. discl- 
pline/violence problems have 
been declining over the last three 
or four years. In 1979, over 74 per- 
cent of teachers said discipline 
problems impaired their effective- 
ness to teach. In 1983, the figure

The Reagan Administration has 
been talking about discipline and 
violence problems in schools in 
the same breath, Futrell pointed 
out. 

“The 1983 Gallop Poll on the 
Public's Attitude Toward Public 
Schools never mentions violence,” 
Futreli noted. “The poll does list 
discipline as the top public con- 
cem, but it also says thatthe root 
problem of discipline is in the 
home. Over 72 percent of those 
polled said that lack of discipline 
in the home is the major cause of 
discipline problems at. school.” 

“Frarikly,” Futrell added, “I find 
this publicity ploy interesting. 
Here is an Administration that has 
proposed cuts in education and 
sees no federal responsibility for 
programs in remedial math, 
science and reading.

Social Security problems. 


- ‘Many people who are ap- 
proaching retirement have 
recently become aware of the 
‘notch’ problem,” Elizabeth M. 
Armstrong, Social Security Dis- 
trict Manager in Cincinnati, said 
recently. 

The so-called notch came about 
because of the 1977 Social Secur- 
ity amendments. “The effect of the 
notch is that a-person who reaches 
65 in 1982 (born in 1917) can 
receive lower Social Security 
benefits than a comparable person 
who reached 65 In 1981 (born in 
1916) even though hoth person: 
had identical lifetime earnings, 
Armstrong said. 

Under the law prior to the 1977 
amendments, benefits were over- 
adjusted for inflation. For many 
workers retiring in the future, 
benefits could have been as much 
as 50 percent more than their earn- 
ings before retirement. Social 
Security would have needed con- 
siderable additional financing to 
pay these benefits. 

The 1977 amendments removed 
this overadjustment for inflation 
by providing a new method to fig- 
ure benefits for all workers born 
after 1916. Workers born in 1916 or 
earlier, however, continue to get 
benefits based on pre-1977 law, 
which provides increasingly 
excessive benefits for those peo- 
ble who work to dider ages.

Frank D. Ray, Director of the 
Columbus District Office of the 
U.S. Small Business Administra- 
tion (SBA), announced that the 
Columbus District approved 520 
small business Toans ‘totaling 
$82,423,886 during 1983. This 
represents & 27 percent increase 
over the 409 business loans 
approved in 1982 and a 40 percent 
increase from the $66,459,041 
total in 1982.

Tuesday. 

“With the kind of enthusiasm

n so far, I'm not anticipat- 
ing any great problems in 
rying out the mayor's policies. 

Formerly assigned to the 
city's Civil Service Division 
during the Moody Administra- 
tion, Ms. Hardin will now work 
out of Rinehart's office and 
seport directly to him. 


Once each city department 
submits current personnel sta-

WHEREAS, Sections 503 
and 504 of the Rehabilitation 
Act of 1973 prohibit discrimi-

WHEREAS, The City of 
Columbus in 1975 set forth its 
desire to adhere to the above 
stated principles of equal 
employment opportunity by 
Ordinance 810-75 and Title 
Thirty-Nine, Article Three, of 
the Columbus City Codes, now 
therefore, 


1, DANA G. RINEHART, 
Mayor of the City of Columbus, 
under and pursuant to the 
auti invested in me by the 
Constitution of the United 
States, the Constitution of the 
State of Ohio, the laws of the 
State of Ohio, the Charter and 
Ordinances of the City of 
Columbus and the powers of 
my Office as Mayor of the City 
of Columbus do hereby 
announce, declare and insti- 
tute the following Equal 
Employment Opportunity 
policy: 

1. DECLARATION OF POLICY 

It is the policy of the City of 
Columbus to provide equal 
employment opportunity in 
city government in recognition 
of the essential rights of all 
qualified applicants and 
employees; to prohibit discrim- 
ination in employment with 
regard to race, color, religion, 
sex, national origin, handicap, 
ancestry or age; to identify and 
eliminate any barriers to the 
employment of minorities, 
women and handicapped indi- 
viduals and promote equal 
opportunity in every aspect of 
hiring, promotion, tenure, 
terms, conditions or privileges 
of employment in each 
department and division of city 
government. 

It is the policy that non- 
discrimination and equal 
employment opportunity are 
the policy of city government 
in all of its employment deci~ 
sions, programs and activities. 
To. that end, all city depart- 
ments and divisions, supervi- 
sors and employees under my 


jurisdiction shall rigorously 
take affirmative action to 
insure equality of opportunity 
in the internal affairs of city 
government, as well as in their 
relations with the public. 

Affirmative action requires 
more than a desire to eliminate 
discriminatory barriersto 
employment.jt.mustaiso entall 
positive and aggressive mea- 
sures to insure equal employ- 
ment opportunity in the areas 
of hiring, promotion, demotion 
or transfer, recruitment, layoff 
or termination, rate of com- 
pensation and training pro- 
grams. This affirmative action 
should include efforts required 
to remedy all effects of discrim- 
inatory patterns and practices 
and those actions necessary to 
guarantee equal employment 
opportunity for all qualified 
individuals. 


u. CITY DEPARTMENT 
RESPONSIBILITY 

The overall objective of this 
Executive Order is to free the 
entire working environment of 
any and all forms of employ- 
ment discrimination. 

All departments and appoint- 
ing authorities under my juris- 
diction and those recognized 
and accepted as agents of the 
City of Columbus shall initiate 
affirmative action programs 
designed to conform with this 
Order. All such programs shail 
be reviewed by and filed with 
the Equal Employment Oppor- 
tunity Administrator. All such 
programs shall be designed to 
attain positive measures for 
compliance. 

All departments and appoint- 
ing authorities have ultimate 
responsibility for ensuring 
affirmative action results in 
their operations and will be 
assisted in performance in this 
area by the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Administrator. 

To effectuate the intent of 
this Executive Order, each city 
department and agency shall 
cooperate and work with the 
Equal Employment Opportun- 
ity Administrator in the per- 
formance of the duties and 
responsibilities imposed by 
this Order. 

The Administrator of the 
Equal Employment Opportun- 
ity Section of the Office of the 
Mayor is hereby designated to 
administer this Order as set 
forth in this document.

While he felt that Ben Espy’s 
“motives are of the utmost 
sincerity,” Mente! felt that it 
was not the will of the commun- 
ity to rename Long St.. “it has 
been very clearly demon- 
strated to me that a good 
majority of the community has 
been opposed to this manner 
of honoring Dr. Martin Luther 
King.” The vote itself, 5-2 in 
favor of reconsideration and 
tabling, was a meré formality. 

Councilman Espy, speaking 
after the vote, said he was “not 
bitter,” but “we cannot let acer- 
tain segment of our community 
spew their venom from a pos- 
ture of race only and interpret 
that as a mandate from this 
community.” 

And Rev. Phale D. Hale, who 
led the pastors’ group which 
_met_with. Mayor -Rinehart-to 
urge him to sign the legislation, 
sald he was “seriously disap- 
pointed, when southern cities 
have done this years ago, but 
when it comes to the ‘All- 
American City,’ racism, threat- 
ening letters, and pressure on 
the Council caused them to 
make this move.” 

When all was said and done, 

, was not only the 
intense opposition generated, 
by the white community, but 
the divided loyalties of the

But it was 1939 when women golfers decided that 
sisterhood was pwoerful, The Chicago Womens Golt Club 
sent two delegates to the national meeting in Los Angeles, 
California, Mrs. Ella M. Williams and Mrs. Anna M. Robinson 
founder of the U.G.A. Hall of Fame and presently UGA. 
historian, also the founder and first president of the Chicago 
Women's Gold Club which in 1940 hosted the national tour- 
nament at Palos Park Course in Chicago, Wi. This was the 
first time women hosted the national and with great result, 
the highlight of the tournament was the debut of the world 
heavy weight champion “Joe Louis” in national golf. 

The U.G.A. annual national tournament was by now an 
accepted ritual of life, each year black American duffers 
across the nation would look forward to yearly test.
